| LARGEST BELL IN ENGLAND. 


How Big Ben Got Its Name—Story 
of Famous Striker. 

Now that Parliament is again in 

session, the well-known light shines 


‘once more from the top of Big Ben's 
tower. 


To 


Strictly speaking, the title “Big } 
Ben” is applicable only to the huge | 
bell on which the hours are struck, 
\but the name has been extended to 
the mammoth clock itself, and even, | 
‘in the minds of some, to the tall and | 
stately tower at Westminster, where. | 
sin the bell is hung. | 
' The hammer that strikes the bell 
lia operated by clockwork, and weighs | 
‘six hundredweights, but then the 
sides of the bell are nearly nine in-| 
itches thick, so that it can withstand 
{the blows. It is hung from massive 
girders, and four lesser bells are sus- 
pended round it On these the quar 
ter-hours are struck. The sides of the 
‘tower around the bells are 


open, so 
that the sounds have the  freest 
course to the outside world. A few 


years ago the striking apparatus was 
renewed, and the bells were moved 
round so that the hammers should 
strike on a different part of their 
curving bodies 

Frog In Its Throat. 

Big Ben is cracked, but the mill- 
lions of people who hear his voice do 
not notice it, and he is not cracked so 
badly as to spoil his note—which is 
'E natural. His predecessor was crack- 
ed also, and was taken down, hauled 
‘off to Messrs. Mears bell foundry at 
Whitechapel, melted, and re-cast. This 
was in 1858. He is now nearly eight 
‘feet high and nine and a half feet in 
tdiameter, and weighs about 13 1-2

} Big Ben the first was cast by Messrs 
Warner at Houghton-le-Spring, Dur

He 
is called Big Ben after Sir Benjamin 
Hall, First Commissioner of Works 
at the time he was cast. The four 


lesser bells were cast by Warner in 
1856.

The dial 
plates are of white enamelled glass, 
and 21 feet in diameter. A space of 
a foot divides the minute marks and 
the figures showing the hours are two 
feet in 'ength. The winding occupies 
about five hours. 

_For years Big Ben enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of being the iargest bell in 
England, but that honor seems now 
to have passed to Great Paul, in the 
city, for whilz the diameter is much 
\the same, Paul stands a foot higher, 
and he is about two tons heavier.

LONELY NEW ZEALAND. 


The Colony Not Altogether a Paradise 
—Vast Stretches of Vacant Land. 


As nothing in Europe astonishes th 
| New Zealander as much as the crowds 
£0 nothing in New Zealand is so sur 
| prising to ihe Englishinan as the vas 
| stretcnes of uninhabited land. 

Kveu the tourists on the coach-roads 
“ay vaaily travel twenty miles with 
Out passing a single house, says 
writer in Macmillan’s Magazine. ont 
the road leading to one of the most 
popular resorts of the North Island, 
, along fifty miles of highway there ig 
but one small inn where the horsed 
are changed, and one Maori village 
with a solitary white teacher for its 
school. The rest is scrub or swamp 


where wild horses roam, or cleared 
bush where blackened stumps stil? 
stand, or fern-land with patches of 


rough pasture 

And to reach the far-famed lakes of 
the South Island, beautiful enough 
when they are reached, the coach toils 
for two whole days through inches of 
dust or mud, according to the season, 
dragging its slow way past miles of 
seeming desert where even the yel- 
low tussock-grass is supplanted — by 
thistles or by patches of green lichen 
resembling nothing so much as_ ver- 
digris. 

In New Zealand they appraise land 
by the number of sheep it will carry, 
and this is five or six acres to 
sheep, and a merino sheep into the 
bargain. 

The driver, as he passes, flings out 
letter-bags at the little wayside posts 
offices, or tucks them into woodert 
boxes perched by the highway In 
this way the post is delivered twice, or 
possibly thrice, a week in summer, 
and once in winter. But this is along 
the coach roads; any map will show 
how few they are, and even they are 
often impassable for wheeled traffic 
in winter. Then the post cart, sunk 
to its axles, lumbers along at the 
rate of two miles an hour. or the post- 
man rides in mud up to his horse’s 
girths, and those who have business 
abroad do likewise, or wait at home 
for better weather. 

Luckily, in no part of New Zealand 
are the winters so long and so severe 
as in England; but metal for road- 
making is scarce in New Zealand, 
and labor is scarcer and dearer. When 
one thinks of all that has been done 
and of the fifty years or so that it 
has been done in, the wonder is, not 
that the roads are bad, but that there 
are sO many roads of any kind. 


which ts} 


The newcomer, however, does not 
think of that. Probably he knows 


nothing of the early history of the 
land he proposes to adopt. When he 


turned his back on England it never 
occurred to him that there the lone- 
liest farm in the most remote district 
is in the centre of a crowd as com- 
pared with many of the isolated set- 
tlements where he may easily find 
himself. To be only eight or ten miles 
from the nearest shop, or from any 
sort of a church, is to be a fortunate 
exception. ' 

On many big runs, which years of 
toil have gone to make, all the win- 
ter’s stores must be housed not later 
than April, because when the rains 
come only an ox, dray or a pack-horse 
can travel along the road to the town- 
ship, and that with difficulty; and 
the storekeepers must bring all their 
wares from the nearest railway sta- 
tion or coast town before the weather 
breaks, standing out of their money 
for months, or else they must suffer 


or exhausted with the heavy winter’s 
work. 

No wonder store goods are dear. 
“Four foot deep and four foot wide,’” 
is the familiar description of roads 
in ‘‘the roadless north,’”? which has 
pre-eminently evil reputation in that 
way; but even in the old settlements 
southwards walking is often out of 
the question, not only because there 
is nowhere to go within walking dis- 
tance, but also because of the roads, 
and the unbridged rivers. Nor is that 
the worst that can befall, for in many 
districts even yet there are no roads, 
only bridle-paths, or foot-tracks end- 
ing at the water’s edge, whence a 
boat can be rowed to the nearest port 
of call for coasting steamers. 


Fruit at Cape Town. 

A correspondent in Cape 
in writing to a friend in Toronto about 
the fruit inspection by the Govern- 
ment officers in Cape Colony, states: 
“T saw the Cape Colony Govern- 
ment officers inspecting the fruit that 
they were just shipping to the Lon- 
don market. My, but I wish our Cana- 
dian fruit packers could see the way 
the fruit here is put up for export. 
It would be an object lesson for 
them. But the disadvantage that al? 
the colonies are under is that when 


the fruit reaches there it must be 
sold. I was telling the people here 
that if all the colonies could join 


in the erection of a commodious cold- 
storage warehouse in London, and 
then put their fruit and perishables 
on the market from time to time, 
just in sufficient quantities to meet 
the demand. It would mean millions 
to the colonies in the long run. As 
it is, the arrival of a fair shipment 
means a glut in the hand to mouth 
existence in the London market, and, 
of course, a marked decline in the 
prices. Under such circumstances 4s 
1 suggest the colonial fruit trade be- 
tween the colonies and Great Britain 
would always be a sure thing, and 
not at all subject to the uncertain 
conditions that now prevail Apart 
from that aspect of the business it is 
worth considering that none of the col- 
onies would enter into competition 
with any one of the others. The dif- 
ferent seasons between Canada, South 
Africa and Australia would give each 
the control of the market in its own 
season I would rather have that 
business than all the gold mines in 
the country.”

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MAPLE SUGAR FOR WORLD. 


Canada Produces !8,000,000 Pounds of 
This Commodity Every Season 


The season of maple sugar making 
has now closed. and the year’s har- 
vest is pretty well on the market, for 
it is a product that passes almost im- 
mediately from the producer to the re 
tailer, and then into the hands of 
the consumer 

Canada is the principal maple su 
gnr producer of the world, her harvest 
being about one-half of the entire out 
put. In quantity that harvest amomats 
annually to about eighteen million 
pounds, possessing a value of $1,800.- 
000. The Province of Quebec leads 
in this industry with an = average 
yield of 13,000,000 pounds. Ontario is 
second, but far behind, with 4,000.- 
000 pounds; about 300,000 pounds are 
made in the Maritime Provinces, but 
practically none in any other parts 
of Canada 

Dependent on the Weather. 

This industry is very largely de- 
pendent on weather conditions. When 
favorable there is a large flow of sap, 
and if properly handled the farmer 
is well paid for his investment of 


labor and capital, The season just 

closed was a long but rather broken 

one, having been interrupted by 

heavy snowfall# and = severe frost 

However, on the whole a fair quan- 

tity was made of very good quality 
How to Obtain It. 

But the point of interest just now 
to city people is how to obtain pure 
maple sugar and maple syrup? 

The &dulferating of these articles is 
rampant, as is shown by the results of 
the analyses made last year by the 
officers of the Department of Inland 
Revenue. In all 26 samples of sugar 
were analyzed and only 11 were found 
to be genuine, 3 doubtful and 12 were 
adulterated. The record with respect 
to maple syrup was worst still. Here 
85 samples were examined, 22 were 
found to be genuine, pure maple sy- 
rup, 2 were pronounced doubtful, in 
~ eases adulteration was declared, and 
53. were upon analysis found to be 
adulterated. The highest percentage 
of adulterated samples was secured 
in Toronto and in Montreal. 

No doubt pure syrup and sugar are 
| to be had in Montreal, probably the 

best guarantee the purchaser can have 
of genuineness being the name and 
address of the maker on the label on 
the can of syrup or on the package 
of sugar. But large quantities of 
adulterated sugar are being sold. The 
writer purchased in three different up- 
town groceries cakes of sugar said 
by the sellers to be absolutely pure, 
and yet each one was so adulterated 
that the presence of ordinary brown 
cane sugar could be detected by the 
taste. 


A Wholesome Delicacy. 

Maple sugar is a luxury enjoyed by 
almost everyone, for perhaps no other 
form of sweet is quite so pleasant, 
and certainly none are more whole- 
some. Good maple sugar is, therefore, 
always in demand, and always com- 
mands a high price, but the consumer 
objects to paying fifteen cents a pound 
for a mixture of so-called maple su- 
gar, of which a large part is common 
brown cane sugar worth three or four 
cents a pound. The result of all this 
is to give the maple sugar trade a 
bad name, and in the end it will tell 
both on producer and trader, for the 
public will learn to let maple sugar 
alone. 

Duty of the Department. 

But there is a law to meet these 
cases, and it is the duty of the In- 
land Revenue Department to enforce 
it. In the first place means are pro- 
vided for the protection of the mer- 
chant and jobber, the ‘‘Adulteration 
of Foods Act” gives a form of war- 
ranty to be signed, and forwarded 
with each shipment of syrup or sugar 
by the producer or manufacturer, who 
actually cans and labels the goods, 80 
that in case an officer of the Inland 
Revenue Department purchases a can 

‘ of syrup or a cake of sugar for analy- 
sis, and finds the same to be adul- 
terated, the merchant or jobber can 

' hand to this officer the ‘“‘form of war- 

' ranty’’ signed by the manufacturer, 

and he (the merchant) is thereby re- 
| leaséd from all responsibility. Should 
the merchant not hold the form of 
warranty he is liable to a fine should 
the goods be found to be adulterated. 

Pure maple sugar or pure maple 
! syrup means the product of the maple 
| tree, and nothing else, and he who 
sells a compound calling it pure ma- 
ple is liable to a fine, unless protect- 
ed by a warranty so that the adulter- 
ator can be found. 

It is permissible to sell a ‘“‘com- 
pound,” but it must be sold as such 
A can of syrup, part of maple and 
part of cane sugar, must bear the 
word, ‘“‘compound,’’ and such word 
must be placed on the face of the 
label in as conspicuous type as are 
printed the other words of the label 

Now it would be well for maple 
sugar fanciers in Canada, and they 
are found in every household, if this 
‘Adulteration of Foods Act’? was bet 
ter enforced, and in the end it would 


be well for the honest trade in ma- 
ple sugar and maple syrup

Charlotte Hronte’s writing seemed 
to have been traced with a cambric 
needie, and Itackeray’s aed | 
while marvelously neat and = precisé, 
was se small that the best of eyes were 
sieeded fo read it.

Carlyle wrote a patient, crabbed 
and oddly emphasized hand. The pen- 
manship of Bryant was aggressive, 
well formed and decidedly pleasing 
to the eve; while the chirography of 
Scott, Hunt, Moore, and Gray was 
smooth and easy to read, but did not 
express distinct individuality. 

Byron’s handwriting was nothing 
more tha® a scrawl. His additions to 
Vis proofs frequently exceeded in vol- 
vme the original copy, and in one of 
his poems, which contained in the 
original only four hundred lines, one 
thousand were added in the proofs. 

The writing of Dickens was minute, 
and he had a habit of writing with 
blue ink on blue paper. Frequent 
erasures and interlineations made his 
copy a burden to his publishers. ,

LAWYER’S SHARP PROTEST. 


Retuses to Be Subdued By Judge and 
Throws Up Case. 


R.A. Bonnar, of Winnipeg, the lead- 
ing criminal lawyer of Western Can- 
ada, caused a startling sensation in 
legal circles last week by withdraw- 
ing from the prosecution of the fa- 
mous “grain conspiracy case’ because 
of a sharp reprimand from the sitting 
judge, Mr. Justice Phippin, one of the 
members of the recently appointed Ap- 
peal Court of Manitoba. Mr. Bonnar 
was retained as Crown prosecutor in 
the case and the preliminary hearing 
at the police court during the past 
winter occupied many weeks, but ac- 
cording to the ruling of the magia- 
trate, failed to secure any startling 
evidence of a conspiracy, bat. never- 
theless, the case was sent up for trial 
before a judge. As is his habit when 
dealing with witnesses in criminal 
eases, Mr. Bonnar attempted some- 
what to crowd a witness and to use 
rather stronger language towards him 
than the judge deemed fit and proper. 
His lordship intimated that the wit- 
nesses were not brought to the court 
to be insulted. (The witness in ques- 
tion had been called by the crown.) 

“T have examined hundreds of wit- 
nesses,’’ said Mr. Bonnar, “but never 
a more stubborn one than the one on 
the stand.” 

Would Inflict Penalty. 

The storm burst. “If things are re- 
peated,”’ declared the judge, ‘‘I shall 
have to inflict a penalty you will not 
forget.”” 

Mr. Bonnar suddenly stopped exam- 
ining the witness and sat down. He 
left the court in a few minutes, though 
1t was early in the afternoon, and the 
case was proceeding. Next morning 
when court opened he was not pres- 
ent, but Attorney-General Campbell 
appeared and informed the court that 
Mr. Bonnar had withdrawn from the 
case and refused to continue the pro- 
secution. His lordship said that in ac- 
cordance with the rules of the Law 
Society, Mr. Bonnar could be punish- 
ed for breaking a contract Speaking 
to the Attorney-General the judge 
sad, ‘For some time past I have seen 
witnesses in the box blackguarded 
That is the only word IT can use to 
‘xpress it. While [| was at the bar, and 
as long as T am on the bench I con- 
sider it is the duty of the presiding 
judee to protect the witness.”

Tiger Hunt In Corea. 

“The tiger,’ said George Robert- 
son, of Scotland, who has had many 
exciting experiences in hunting tigers 
in Far Eastern countries, ‘‘is usually 
looked on as a tropical beast, but, 
as a matter of fact, he is found pretty 
much throughout the Continent of 
Asia. He is an animal of great power, 
resource and intelligence, and exerts 
a large influence on the lives of the 
people 

“In Corea, where I have hunted, 
there are fio forests on the seaboard, 
but the inland ridges are heavily tim- 
bered, and here the tigers are found. 
The beasts are numerous and are pur- 
sued on foot. After two or three vain 
chases I was told by the natives that 
no tigers could be found unless a 
sacrifice were offered and accordingly 
I gave up some coin for the necessary 
rice and wine. The sacrifice was ac- 
cordingly made, and the next day I 
shot a very handsome specimen. In 
every Corean village there is an offi- 
cial horn-blower, whose duty it is to 
sound his horn whenever a tiger gets 
into a village at night. The natives 
are sorely afraid of them, and many 
a human life is annually destroyed 
by the savage beasts. 

“In the Province of Amoy I ran 
across the cave tigers. The land is 
bare. of woods or brush, and the tig- 
ers live in long tunnels in the rocks. 
The Chinese hunt them with torches, 
carrying three-pronged spears, and 
the boys who go on these dangerous 
expeditions proceed, with as much 
coolness as the average youth in this 
country does a rabbit hunt. A tiger, 
however, will not charge a light, but 
woe to the hunter whose light goes 
out. . 

“In Java there are more tigers than 
anywhere I have hunted. In some 
places the brutes were so numerous 
that the inhabitants slept on piles, 
so as to be protected from their as- 
saults. The Javanese hold them in 
such awe that many of the natives ab- 
stain even from using the name of 
the beast.” 


An Egyptian Nationalist. ; 
In an obscure street in Cairo, 
friendless and broken in his old age, 
lives Arabi Pasha, the man who con- 
tested with England for the control 
of Egypt a quarter of a century ago. 


He was the Egyptian Minister of 
War and represented the national 
party opposed to the “dual control 


by England and France. He was 
crushed by the English under Lord 
Wolseley at Tel-e-Kebir near Cairo, 
and was long a prisoner on the Island 
of Ceylon. Four years ago he_ was 
permitted to return to Cairo. He is 
described as still a man of great s1ze 
though in his seventieth year. His 
hair and beard are snow white. He 
has kindly eyes, dulled somewhat by 
age, but lighting up wonderfully 
when he talks about things that in- 
terest him. His nose is straight and 
powerful. A large mouth, once hard 
and cruel upon occasion, has been 
much softened by adversity. He must 
look with a degree of grim interest 
upon the present national movement 
which represents the ambitions of 
those who wish to see a termination 
of British control of Egyptian affairs

CRIMINAL APPEAL COURT. 


Measure Introduced With View to 


Prevent Miscarriage of Justice 


A bill constituting a Court of Crim 
inal Appeal, which has not heretofore 
| existed in Great Britain, was introdue 
ed in the House of Commons recently 
by the Attorney-General, Sir John 
Lawson Walton He explained that 
the measure would create the right 
of appeal against convictions for 
crime, similar to that now existing In 
civil 


cases 

The new court will consist of seven 
judges of the King’s Bench l)ivision 
of the High Court of Justice, to be 
selected and presided over by the Lord 
Chief Justice of England. The right 
of appeal in matters of law will be 
unqualified, and in matters of fact it 
will be left to the diseretion of the 
new court There will be no new 
trials, but the court will have ample 
powers to get at the truth. It will be 


able, if necessary, to summon fresh 
| evidence, and when the court has 
satisfied itself of the true merits of 
a case it would be the duty of the

court to determine whether the con 
viction shall stand, be set aside or be 
modified 

Not a Rich Man's Bill. 

The Attorney General added that this 
was not “a rich man’s bill.” An offi- 
cial would be appointed, whose duty 
it will be to collect the material ne- 
cessary in order to have a case re- 
heard, and if professional assistance 
is required a solicitor and counsel 
would be provided for poor prisoners. 

The prerogative of the Crown, in 
regard to mercy, will be left untouch- 
ed, but the Home Secretary will hava 
the inestimable advantage of being 
able to take the opinion of the Court 
of Criminal Appeal. The judges con- 
stituting the new court will be ex- 
pected to perform the duties attached 
to their new positions ip addition to 
the functions they now discharge. 

The bill passed its first reading, the 
Attorney-General saying the bill was 
not a party measure and he hoped it 
would be regarded as non-contentious. 
It would end a controversy which 
had engaged the attention of Parlia- 
ment for 50 years, and its adoption 
was necessitated by the fact that jus- 
tice had blundered. Innocent persons 
had been convicted and the number 
of victims of judicial miscarriages in 
recent years was not inconsiderable. 
Enterprising newspapers had rushed 
in where jurists feared to tread. Re- 
trial by newspaper had taken place 


instead of rehearing before a judicial 
tribunal. 


Interrupting a Fox Hunt. 


After a good hunting run the pack 
seemed within measurable distance of 
getting hold of their fox, when sud- 
denly he disappeared in a most un- 
accountable way. 

But some gypsies, with a lurcher 
dog, were observed by the roadside, 
and upon their being questioned as 
to the whereabouts of the fox it was 
discovered that they had him in a 
bag. Moreover, before they would 
part with him they wanted half a 
crown—which for pure unadulterated 
cheek has seldom been equalled in 
fox-hunting annals. Not only had 
these business-like nomads, with the 
help of their dog. stopped the run and 
purloined the fox, but they did not 
mean to restore him to the members of 
the hunt unless they got something 
out of it. 

The situation was not without its 
humorous side, and it was with min- 
gled amusement and indignation that 
the Burstow men “parted.”

SHORT TOMATO CROP. 


Much Wheat Killed and Fruit Trees 
Backward Through Cold. 


This has been a very disappointing 
month to fruit-growers of the Niagara 
Peninsula. Owing to the remarkably 
cold weather in April, fruit trees, 
vines, etc., are not in as good condi- 
tion as they were a month ago, when 
prospects seemed to be of the very 
brightest. The fruit trees, owing to the 
unseasonable weather, are very back- 
ward in growth, though apparently 
not otherwise harmed, the growers 
say, and wheat around here looks de- 
cidedly bad. The cold nights during 
the past month are what killed the 
wheat, for in the day time the weather 
was comparatively mild, while at 
night there was heavy frost. ‘‘Hun- 
dreds of acres of wheat will be plow- 
ed up around here,” said a prominent 
grower to your correspondent last 
week. ‘Then the weather has been so 
dry of late that grass is decidedly back- 
ward, and the farmers are seriously 
handicapped by lack of pasture for 
their cattle. This has caused butter 
prices to be phenomenally high for 
this time of the year.’’ 

Short Tomato Crop. 

Tomato growers predict that the to- 
mato crop will be short this year, too, 
on account of the cold weather. It is 
the practice of tomato-growers to set 
out the seeds in hotbeds, relying on 
the warm April sun to nurture the 
little plants. This April there has been 
little or no sunshine, with the result 
that thousands of the little plants 
died in the ‘hotbeds, and when the 
plants are set out about the middle 
of May there will be considerable of 
a shortage of the usual acreage. 

The canning factories have again 
contracted for their season’s supply 
of tomatoes at 25 cents a bushel, the 
attempt of the growers to raise the 
price to 30 cents having met with de- 
feat. 


Many New Arrivals. 
The number of immigrants 
came into St. Jolin, N. B., during the 
season which ended with the arrival 
last week of the steamship Montreal 
from Antwerp, will run close up to 
30,000. The lists are not yet tabulat- 
ed, but it is known that the C. P. R. 
Liverpool boats brought over 16,000, 
and the Antwerp boats more than 
9,000. Then there was a goodly nui- 
ber by the Donuldson line and the 
Allan line, although the Allan line 
landed the greater majority of their 
passengers at Halifax The total 
number of passengers arriving at St 
John during the winter of 1905-6 was 
about 17,000 so there is an increase of 
upwards of 10,000 for the season now 
at an end

CARE OF SEWING MACHINE. 


What to Do When Things Don't Work 
Together For Good. 

There are but three important parts 
to the common double thread machine, 
the needle, the shuttle and the feed. 

In cleaning a sewing machine use a 
small screwdriver, a stick about the 
size of a lead pencil, with a long slen- 
der point, a piece of cotton cloth and 
some machine oll. 

In taking a machine apart do not go 
at it in a bapbazard way, but com- 
mence at one side and work toward 
the other side, taking off everything as 
you go that needs cleaning. 

Have a table with plenty of room, 
and as fast as the pieces are removed 


| lay them there in the order in which 


they were removed. 


Be particularly careful not to lose 


|any of the small screws, for they are 
| frequently of such a thread that you 
| cannot get a duplicate. 


After you have taken off the small 
parts carefully clean the body of the 
machine. 

Kerosene will act like magic in tak- 
ing off the hardened oil and dirt, and 


| the sharpened stick will be very serv- 


iceable in reaching every crevice. 

In oiling the machine use none but 
the very best oil. It is a good idea 
once in awhile to use a little kerosene. 
This will keep it free from gum. 


NURSERY NOTES. 


Sometimes offering a reward will 
break up the babit of nail biting, such 
as promising to give the child a long 
coveted toy or pleasure if be will stop 
biting the nails for one or two months. 

Keep a sharp watch on the children’s 
spinal column and sboulders. When 
there is any inclination to stooping 
shoulder, look into the matter ut once 
to find the cause. It is usually the 
clothing in some way. 

There are some points which are es- 
sential ip the nursery. It should be 
light and cheerful, -with plenty of sun 
and well ventilated. The floor should 
be a hardwood one, and if that is too 
expensive have the floor painted.

Or 
dinary bleeding from a cut or bruise 
may be arrested by the application of 


cold water.
